The United 
States sent 34,211,216 cwt. last year 
out of a total of 108,944,553 owt. im- 
ported by GrentsBritain. Most of the 
other exports of Canadian asricul- 
tural products to Great Britain last 
year, however, showed a slight fall- | 
ing off.

1,167,778 cwt. as compared with 1,-

WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


TTHE sole head of a family, .or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within, nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions., A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In ¢értain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties.—Six months residence in cach 
of three years after earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, 


A settler who has exhausted hie home- 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.60 
per acre, Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to re- 
duction in case of rough, scrubby orstony 
land. Live stock may be substituted for 
cultivation under certain conditions,

Vessels Cleared 
| For Action 


British Prepared For a Navc’ Battle— 
Eyery Sailor is Protected on the 
Great Modern Battleships 

If we could see the ships of the 
Grand Fleet in the North Sea we may 
be sure they would hardly present 
that spick and span appearance which 
we associate with a ship of war dur- 
ing times of peace; their sides all 
stained with rust ali round the water 
line, and a generaily bedraggled ap- 
pearance—that is if they have been 
keeping the sea, says the Navy and 
Army Journal But the most startling 
change would be the stripped and 
naked apearance they would present, 
for gone would be all sails, boat dav- 
its, ridge poles, and th’ usual para- 
phernalia that is part of any ship's 
peace trimmings. The ,vessels are 
cleared for action! 

Getting a ship ready for the stern 
test of battle is no light undertaking. 
At least once a week during the pip- 
ing times of peace the whole ship's 
company are exercised at “general 
quarters,” an evolution which takes 
a very few minutes to perform. On 
these occasions the buglers sound off 
“exercise action,” when the guns are 
“cast loose,” magazines opened, the 
guns being loaded with a projectile 
and dummy charge. Drills are then 
proceeded with, the guns generally 
being secured, and all stores returned 
by six bells—11 a.m. 

When the ship is going to target 
practice, “action” is sounded, and, 
of course, the guns are loaded with 
a real charge and the firing proceeds 
until the amount of ammunition al- 
lowed for these occasions is expend- 
ed. Then the “secure” is sounded. 
That also is a preparatory perform- 
ance along side “prepare for battle.” 
Then the ship is stripped of every 
atom of [rilling likely to prove dan- 
gerous to life and limb. ~ 


One of the greatest dangers in a 
riodern action is hre, owing to the 
terrible incendiary nature of the shells 
used, so that theoretically no scrap of 
wood should be found in a warship; 
but as men have to live in them qur- 
ing times of peace, a certain amount 
of wood fitting is of a portable nature, 
and easily remove. Occasionally 
men go to “stations, prepare for bat- 
tle,” when every piece of woodwork 
that could be jettisoned is marked, 
and each man or group of men made 
to understand for what parts they 
would be responsible. 


Just what would be done with boats 
in action seems never to have been 
definitely settled. Some officrrs are 
in favor of lowering them into 
crutches on deck or superstructure 
and filling them with water; others 
suggest covering them with canvas 
and binding them round with rope 
from stem to stern; others, again, 
take the heroic course of dropping 
them into the-sea all well fastened 
together, and allowing them to drift 
where they wiil The latter course 
seems the most practical and sensible 
one. 


The only object of the boats can be 
to save life should the ship be reduced 
to a sinking condition, and both the 
filling of them with water or marling 
them down would render them useless 
for this purp.se, as it would take 
some time before they eduld be made 
ready for lowering, always supposing 
or escaped the shattering effect of 
shell. 


What is being regarded as a good 
substitute for life saving purposes in 
many ships in the grand fleet is the 
men’s mess tables. These ar> made 
of one inch planking, are about three 
feet wide, and from seven to ten feet 
long. Floating flat on the water, they 
would support a great number of 
men. Immediately meals are finished, 

’ these tables are dismantled, ready tor 
carrying on deck, should the need for 
using them for life saving purposes 
arise. 


Life saving air belts have recently 
been provided. These are worn 
around the waist and can be blown 
up quickly and will keep the wearer 
utoat if the ship goes down. 

In our big modern ships n- one 
will be outside armor protection dur- 
ing the course.of an action. There are 
no secondary armaments to use to- 
day; for although the latest of our 
Dreadnoughts, “the Iron Duke” class, 
carry twelve 6 inch guns, as did all 
pre-Dreadnought ships, thease are a 
purely anti-torpedo armament, and 
would not be used in a genera! actiou. 
The gun numbers would be all-in 
their turrets, while the remainder 
would be below the protective deck 
and inside the belt armor. 

At the commencement of an action 
—that is, if the weather were clear 
enough to allow for long range—the 
gun crews would have nothing to do 
beyond loading the gun, the training, 
laying and firing be'ng carried out by 
the control officer in the control sta- 
tion, situated at the foremost head. It 
is quite possible that a battle may be 
decided pefore the fleet gets near 
enough for the individual gun layers 
to s!ow their skill As things stand 
in the North Sea, we have every rea- 
son to believe that our ships have a 
much greater superiority of gun fire 
over the German ships than the Gneis- 
enau and Scharnhorst had over the 
Good Hope and Monmouth. Therefore 
it will be to our interest to make the 
range as “ar as possible; and as Ad- 
mira! Jellicoe is also on. of our jead- 
ing seanory experts, dependence may 
be placed upon him to take every ad- 
vantage that superiority of gun fire 
offers. 

The great est of a general action, 
if one takes place, will be the armor- 

late, as is it possible t.at these will 
cS uite vulnerable to the armor 

projectiles now in use. In the 
direction of armor the German ships 
have a slight advaitage, but nothing 
commensurate with our great gun 
power.

In Long wistance Battle Few Shelis 
Struck Warships’ Side Armor 
The majority of the hits made. by 


the battle cruisers in the North Sea}. 


battle of January 24 struck upon the 
decks of the ships. The naval corres- 
pondent of the Globe, in discussing 
this battle, which was fougut at long 
range, with the ghells reachitig the 
height of some three miles in the 
curve of their projection, Says it 
shows a weakness of mod rn battle 
ship construction that the decks are 
easily penetratei. The decks, he 
Says, are the weakest and most vul- 
nerable of all the ubove water parts 
of the up to date warsaip. 

Another lesson he draws from this 
battle is that the warship fighting 
end to end is more likely to be hit 
than the one fighting broadside to the 
enemy. 

“It has been generally believed,” he 
says, “that a ship fighting end on 
stands the smallest chasce of being 
hit, but that is no longer the case. 
The science of gunnery has been 
brought to guch a standard that it is 
difficult for a competent man to aim; 
off the proper line of fire. That is, he 
may be depended to send his shells 
in the right direction. Misses~ are 
mostly made by the shell falling short 
or passing over the target; and it is 
therefore obvious that the 'onger the 
target is, not at right angles to, but 
parallel w:th, the ight of the shell, 
the greater will be the chance of hit- 
ting. The effective target presented 
by a battle ship end on is really much 
greater than when she is broadside 
on,. besides, in the former position, 
losing whatever protection might be 
afforded by her vertical side armor.” 

The German sailors who were res- 
cued from the sinking cruiser Bluch- 
er all wore the new atyle life preserv- 
ers with which the German navy has 
been equipped since the beginning of 
the war. 

The apparatu: consists -f a cork 
belt and an inflated vest fastened 
about the shoulders. The vest is of 
rubber and is about twenty-four 
inches wide. It can be blown up by 
the wearer in a momen. and is so 
made that when in use the air feed 
pipe comes opposite the mouth. _Ger- 
man sailors stated that any man who 
lots this article was liable to a fine 
of $3. 


Willing to Give Acre’s Yield 


Saskatchewan Grain Growers Under- 
take Patriotic Movement 

The Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ 
association, in convention at Regina, 
affirmed its belief that every farmer 
should set aside one or more acres, 
the proceeds of which would be 
handled by the Central Association 
as a patriotic fund on behalf of the 
grain growers. 

Secretary J. B. Mussulman said 
that at least 30,000 farmers in the 
province would co-operate in’ this 
movement, and one acre was the least 
that any of them would give. To the 
strains of God Save the King and 
Rule Britannia the convention set 
the final seal of its approval on the 
plan and a cablegram wag despatcii- 
ed informing the imperial govern- 
ment of what was intended. 

Following an address by the editor 
of the Saskatchewan Courier. a Ger- 
man publication, it was resolved that 
tLe literatura of the Grain Growers’ 
association be duplicated in the Ger- 
man language, and that « campaign 
be carried on among the 175,000 
pours of German descent in the pro- 
vince, .

French Surgeon Charges Germans 
With the Use ,of Phosphorus 
in Shells 


Philip Gibbs, special correspondent 
‘of the Daily Chronicle, says: 

“Professor Albert Dastre has con- 
} firmed in conversation with me an im- 
oe communication he read pri- 
vately to the Atademy of Medicine, 
on behalf of two distinguished french 
| sclentists—Mr. Urbain, professor of 
chemistry at the Paris Faculty of 
Sciences, and Mr. Victor Henit, dem- 
onstrator of physiology of tte same 


faculty. It concerns the use of 
phosphorus by Germans in shells. 
“Professor Dastre explained that he 


presented two cases of the use of 
phosphorus jn shells from German 
“17” guns. One resulted from the em- 
ployment of the poison wi‘h shrapnel 
balls placed in a metal recipient like 
a blacking box containing some thirty 
balls tightly compressed together 
with a composition containiig a con- 
siderable quantity of phosphorus 

“The other case arose from the em- 
ployment of phosphors in purely ex- 
plosive shells, where the phosphorus 
preparation was placed in a small 
recipient at the tip of the cylindrical 
explosive shells. In ail cases the 
quantity of phosphorus employment 
was considerable. 

“Attention was first culled to the 
Germans’ use of phosphorus prepara- 
tions in their shells through the ob- 
servation of phosphoric poisoning in 
men who had been wounden by Ger- 
man shells. The symptoms were un- 
mistakable. 

“I find that for some time past the 
French military surgeons treating 
soldiers wounded by German ‘balls 
and shells had remarked that the 
wounds remained open much longer 
than the surgeéous were entitled to 
expect.

“Furthermore, frequent cases of 
necrosis were vbserved in soldiers 


who were believed to have been heal- 
ed, such necrosis occurring a long 
time after the men’s apparert cure. 
The tissues become cold and_ the 
bones were gradually eaten away. 
Symptoms of ‘perishing’ developed, 
and, too often—alas!—the patients 
died of their inexplicable disease. 

“The explanation of these myster- 
ious and disquieting phenomena has 
now been found—the Germans put 
phosphorus in most of their shells. 
Penetrating with balls, or shell frag- 
ments into the bodies of the wounded 
soldiers, this phosphorus poisons 
them, sometimes speedily, sometimes 
slowly, but always. 

“The way the phosphorus {s placed 
in the shells seem: to prove a crim- 
inal intention of the Germans.” 


“Famous Hymn Writer 


Fanny Crosby Was Composer of 
Thousands of Hymns 


Fanny Crosby, wel known hymn 
writer, died recently at her home in 
Bridgeport, Conn., in her 95th year. 
She wrote thousands of hymns, in- 
cluding “Safe in the Arms of Jesus.” 

Mrs. Frances Jane Van Alystyne, 
the blind hymn writer, better known 
under her maiden name, ranny J. 
Crosby, was by far the most prolific 
and meritorious writer and composer 
of hymns of her time, having written 
more than six thousana, of which 
many have won unicersaj popular- 
ity. She was born ai Southeast, N.Y., 
on March 24, 1820. She was born with 
normal eyesight, but became blind 
At the age of six weeks as the result 
of the application of hot poultices to 
her eyes during a spell of illness, 

At the age of 15 years she was sent 
to the Institute for the Blind at New 
York city to be educated. She show- 
ed remarkable brightness and made 
such rapid progress in all branches 
that she was trained to become a 
teacher at that institution. From 1847 
to 1858 she taught English grammar 
and rhetoric, Greek; Roman and 
American history to the blind, It was 
at that institution that she met Alex- 
ander Van Alstyne, a blind music

First Report on Investigation 
in Belgium 

Belgium's population has been re- 
duced by about 600,000 as a result of 
the war, and her condition >resents a 
situation without parallel in history, 
says a report issued py the Rocke- 
feller Foundation from its war report 
commission sent to investigate the ef- 
fects of the war upon non-combatants. 
It is the first report from this com- 
mission, which went to Beigium last 
November, 

After stating that there are 320,000 
Belgian refugees in Holland and 100,- 
0000 in Hngland, the report says that 
the number of people who are still 
in Belgium but who have been -driven 
out of their homes has not yet been 
estimated, The army, it says, has 
drawn off 250,000 men. 

Of the destruction of homes and 
property, the report says: 

“We found people living in cellars 
under the ruins of their homes, in 
lofts over the cow stalls, saw child- 
ren that had been born in hen coops 
and pig stys, and learned of one man 
who considered that he was. doing 
well when the population of his poul- 
try house was reduced from 22 to 18 
refugees.” - 

Regarding the agricultural situa- 
tion, the commission found that aut- 
umn planting has somehow been 
done, and it is conceivable that Bel- 
gium may continue to raise most of 
her own potatoes, fruits and fresh 
vegetables. 

In connection with the destruction 
of houses and property, the report 
Bays that no estimates can be ob- 
tained of the tatal either of the mili- 
tary requisitions and levies or of the 
destruction of property, but that this 
total must be enormous. 

“Since the Germans occupied the 
country they have requisitioned 
grain, canned goods, jood supplies, 
live stock and horses from towns and 
countryside. They have also requisi- 
tioned such things as cotton and 
woollen gtores, both raw and manu- 
factured; coprer fixturcs and imple- 
ments in some factories, motor cars, 
gasoline and any machinery that can 
be used in the manufacture of arma- 
ments.” 


Revelation of Manly Virtues 


Maurice Maeterlinck Tells of Work- 
ing of War on Present Day 
Civilization 


The following appears in Figaro, by 
Maurice Maeterlinck: > ; 

“The magnificent bravery display- 
ed on Huropean battlefields demon- 
strates convincingly that civilization, 
far from  enervating, depraving, 
weakening, diminishing or lowering 
man, upraises, purifies, strengthens 
and ennobles him and renders him 
capable of a sacrifice, generosity and 
courage such as never before have 
been seen. Civilization, which seem- 
ed to corrupt men, really increases 
their intelligence, which in turn leads 
to unfathomable pride, sobility and 
heroism in times of stress. 

“That is the unexpected and cons 
soling revelation of this frightful 
war. Hencefcrth we know definitely 
that we can place full confidence in 
modern man, no longer fearing that 
he loses the virile virtues as his 
primitive brutal’ty sinks into the 
shadows. The farther he advances in 
the conquest of nature, the more he 
seems attached to mate.ial comforts, 
the more does he become capable of 
sacrificing himself for the common 
salvation. Before the war no one 
would have dared to assert so: much. 

“The entire future of humanity 
was at stake. The magnificent re- 
sponse that comes from all parts of 
Europe fully reassures us that man 
will triumph when he comes to af- 
front in the distant future cruel and 
powerful forces of the mysterious 
enemies which nature will hurl 
against him, 

“It is not true that the nations up- 
on whom conscription is imposed 
have not a-choice; that when men 
are bound te fight-or die there can 
be no cowardice. Surrender to the 
enemy is always possible, but Europ- 
ean armies have easily risen above 
such temptations, and have proved 
far superior to Homer's heroes, who, 
though professiunal soldiers, always 
showed fear of wounds and death, 
and whose defensive arms were the 
principal part of their equipment.”

Rough Weather 


Discomforts of “Battening Down" 
Have Been Alléviated as Much 
as Possible 

“Battened Dow” means much 
more to the modern sailor than to 
him of Nelson's time, In weather of 
which the old ships, with their high 
freeboards and protecting bulwarks, 
took little notice, tLe modern ship is 
battened down. The open, unprotect- 
ed upper deck is swept fore and aft 
by high seas, and <he smaller the 
class of ship the more is she affected, 

Everything that science can con 
trive has been done-to alleviate the 
discomforts of “battening down,” 
which is closing all .-upper deck 
hatches to keep the seas which sweep 
over the deck from penstrating to the 
interior of the ship, but even then 
the mess of the decks are often 
awash. However, it is the lack of ex- 
ercise and fresh air that tell most 
heavily on the health of the crew. 

The difficulties with which old-time 
admirals had to contend, as far as 
the healt: of their men was con 
cerned, were not bad weather, but 
lack of fresh provisions and fresh 
water. These do not affect the mod- 
ern seamen at all, as plenty of fresh 
water can be distilled and fresh pro- 
visions can always be replenished at 
the same time as the coal bunkers are 
refilled. An old time sailing ship 
would ride out the heaviest of gales 
without taking muck water on board, 
and even when forced to batten decks 
the troubles were infinitesimal com- 
pared with those of today. 

It may not be generally known 
that with nearly every new type of 
ship the living space afforded to the 
men has grown lesc aud less. This 
is due to a multitude of causes—in- 
creased speed, increase in size of 
guns, and the multitude of auxiliary 
engines with which a warship is fitted 
—so we no longer find the great, airy 
mess decks of over thirty years ago, 
but a multitude of fron b-xes which, 
at the best of times, have to be ar- 
tificially ventilated. When all natural 
ventilation is stopped the iron beams 
and sides begin to sweat and the at- 
mosphere becomes foul and rank. Yet

A battleship 
can hardly be called an ideal sea-go- 
ing craft; she is much too massive to 
be buoyant and too cumbered with 
top hamper to recover herself easily. 
So she staggers along butting at the 
seas but never trying to ride them;

fore turrets, then, ag she rises, hun- 
dreds of tons of water are lifted to be 
flung aft in great torrents. And yet 
for some reason known only to itself 
the navy prays that when it goes in- 
to action it may be in a gale of wind. 
Our men believe, rightly or wrongly, 
that no other navy has had so much 
sea training as itself, and that there- 
fore the worse the weather: conditions 
Te better it will be for them in ac- 
tion.

Along with, and partly because-of, the 
present war there has developed the most 
vigorous and what promises to be the 
most effective campaign against alcohol 
which the world has ever seen. . The in- 
tensity of the great struggle for national 
existence, the vastness of the interests 
involved, and the vital nature of the 
struggle, have brought out into boldest 
relief the real nature of the liquor traffic, 
and have demonstrated with remarkable 
clearness the fact that that traffic is éssen- 
tially unpatriotic and is the ablest ally to 
a nation’s foes. 
Promptly upon the outbreak of the war 
Russia ostracized the traffic in vodka, and 
| the results of that most radical step have 
been so marvellous that it seems probable 
that Russia will never again be persuaded 
to tolerate the traffic, which while pre- 
tending to enrich the State does so only 
by debauching the people; and at a fin- 
ancial loss out of all proportion to the 
revenue received. 

France, also, at the beginning of the 
war forbade. the sale of absinthe and 
similar liquors during the war, and the 
result was so favourable that the tempor- 
ary prohibition has been madepermanent. 
Not only so, but a furtherdecree has been 
issued that, unless under exceptional cir- 
cumstances, no more licenses shall be 
issued for the sale of any spirituous liquors,
